REMARKABLE_GAS WELL 


The Flow From It Reaches Five Mil- 


lion Cubic.Foot Dally. 


Baldwinsville, N. Y..-> July 21. — An- 


other gas well has sbeen developed on 
the Binning farm, on»-half mile north- 
east of Baidwir.svlile. It is by far tho 
moat prolific we!! yet found here. By 
actual test yesterday the volume of 
gas flowing from it amounts to over 
5,000,000 cubic feet every 24 hours. The 
pressure is Intense and must 
reach 


8,000 pounds to the square inch. The 
well is dowa 2,250 feet. It has been 
sunk Into Trenton rock 200 feet, where 
the great deposit of natural gas was 
struck. 


No such deposit has ever before been 


disclosed In this state, and it is even 
said by experts that the flow exceeds 
any discovered in other states. The 
force of the gas which proceeds from 
the boring Is so enormous that it will 
lift a weight of 200 or 300 pounds placed 
over the opening. It throws out parti- 
cles of rock from a depth of 2,520 feet 
a hundred feet into the air. When the 
rock is thrown out the particles are 
driven through pieces of soft wood as 
though they were sh"t from a gun. The 
well is now belnp piped and packed.

T he F low From It Roaohos Fivo M 11- 
llon Cubic.Foot Dally, 


Baldwinsville, N. Y.r July 21. — A n­ 
other gas well has been developed on 
the Binning farm, one-half mile north­ 
east of Baldwinsville. It is by far the 
moat prolific well yet found here. 
By 
actual lest yesterday the volume of 
gas flowim? from it amounts to over 
5,000,000 cubic feet every 21 hours. The , 
pressure is in te n t and must 
reach 1 
8,000 pounds to the square inch. 
The 
well is down 2,250 feet. 
It has been 
sunk into Trenton rock 200 feet, where 
the great deposit oi natural gas was 
struck. 


No such deposit has ever before been 
disclosed in this state, and it is even 
said by experts that the ilow exceeds 
any discovered in other states. 
The 
force of the gas which proceeds from 
the boring is so enormous that it will 
lift a weight of 200 or 300 pounds placed 
over the opening. It throws out parti­ 
cles of rock from a depth of 2,520 feet 
a hundred feet into the air. When the 
rock is thrown nut the particles are 
driven through pieces of soft wood as 
though they were shnt from a gun. Tho 
well is now being piped and packed.

Failure of Aluminum. 


After 
various investigations and 


tests of aluminum for mechanical pur- 
poses, says the Engineering Magazine, 
aluminum bronze is found useless for 
bearings, valves, etc., on account of 
the rapid wearing away, but has proved 
useful for various parts of machines 
where friction is not an important fac- 
tor, aad also of course, "where light 
weight is an object. Furniture made of 
this material shows decidedly too lit- 
tle reistance, requiring also frequent 
repainting. 
Aluminum exhibits, fur- 


termore, but slight resistance to sea 
water, thus making it useless for the 
walls of vessels. 
It is believed, how- 


ever, that a ten per cent, aluminum 
bronze .stands a fair chance of being 
employed somewhat freely as soon as 
the price of the article can be reduced 
sufficiently to approach the value of 
castsieel. 


Klr<»ric Light a» taut. 


William Johnson, who has jnst re- 


lurned from Binghamtou. N, T.. from 
a trout fi=hi:jg trip to Delaware Coilnty, 
made a successful experiment with a 
number of small incandescent light 
bulbs, which he used as bait. He at- 
tached a bulb alwut the size of those 
nsed by physicians, to his line near 
the hook. 
Then he made a trip up 


the stream at night, throwing the 
lighted bail into the water, the current 
being furnished by a pocket battery. 
His Mieoess was phenomenal. 


The nsh attracted by the light would 


flock around the strange object and 
snap at the baited hook. Mr. Johnson 
says he has consulted counsel, and 
finds that this manner of fishing is not 
prohibited by the game laws, and ex- 
perience satisfies him that it is most 
remunerative from a fisherman's point 
of view.—jfew York Press. 


Plowing Young Clover. 


It is always a mistake to plow the 


clover seeded a year ago unless it is 
late enough for the plant to get into 
blossom. 
There is little plant food in 


the early watery growth. It lacks nu- 
tritive value also, as is shown by its 
rejection by all kinds of farm stock. 
It is possible that by delaying plowing 
until nearly June the clover will begin 
to head out then, and it may be plowed 
under in time for a late crop of pota- 
toes. 
But that is wasteful of the 


clover, as its manurial value after be- 
ing cut aud fed is very nearly as great 
as that of the green herbage. 
It also 


wastes fertility, for after the clover is 
cut its second growth develops soil 
fertility much more rapidly than did 
the first. 
This leaves, to make the 


most ot the clover, only the alternative 
of cutting two crops of clover the sec- 
ond year of growth, and plowing the 
stubble in spring for corn or potato 
ground, as is the general practice 
amoiicr the best farmers. 


Good Hoatls. 


It is 110^ becoming evident that the 


farmers and others interested are be- 
ginning to move in the right direction 
to secure for themselves good roads. 
In some States, especially the newer 
ones, in order to guard against ap- 
propriations by their State Legisla- 
tures to railroads and other internal 
improvements which may have only a 
local value, the constitutions 
are 


framed to prohibit expenditures for 
such purposes. 


In Wisconsin the prohibition seems 


to include public roads of all kinds. 
It is now proposed by some of the As- 
semblymen, in order to meet the needs 
and demands of the farmers and others

State expenditures in favor of "wagon 
roads designed to be used for free r>ub- 
lic travel."

allow State appropriations for this pur- 
pose, which will no doubt inaugurate a 
new system of road making in this 
State, that will, if wisely adjusted, soon 
lead to constructing good roads where- 
in the citizens are willing to join in 
helping to bear the expense. 


New Jersey has tried the plan of aid-? 


ing in the building of roads when peti- 
tioned by the property holders along 
and adjacent to the road to be built, 
these paying ten per cent, of the cost. 
and the State the larger part of the re- 
mainder, the county being taxed for a 
small portion. 
This legislation is in 


the right direction, and although it 
may not be fixed on any fast lines by a 
statute applicable everywhere, yet it 
may be so modified by other States as 
to suit circumstances so that farmers 
may always expect State and county 
assistance in their earnest effoits to 
make good roads. 


It is said that the farmers in New 


Jersey are enthusiastic in favor of ex- 
tending this system, which has been 
so successful in their own State. 


In this connection it should be re- 


membered that the cost of building 
roads has been greatly reduced from 
what it once was, and from what it 
would be to the farmers if they should 
undertake it alone. 
Machinery for 


digging, for scraping and for placing 
the dirt for the road bed in place has 
been invented which works like a 
charm, under the operation of steam 
or horse power. Besides stone crush- 
ers and methods of handling the 
crused stone have made all this work 
•asy. 


Finally steam rollers have been con- 


structed and successfully used, which 
will make the road solid and rea-.ly for 
use in a few days, leaving it as smooth 
as a race ground. All this machinery 
can be secured by the State or county 
at a comparatively small cost, and will 
enable them to build good roads at a 
fraction of what it would cost without 
their use.

ownership, these iudisper sublt helps 
can be used anywhere. 


The ball seems to be starting to roll 


in the right direction; let each one in 
favor of good roads help to push, and 
it will soon roll over the whole coun- 
try and leave good roads everywhere 
in its track.

Homr Gardens. 


In making home gardens in the 


yards of the city houses or in the 
grounds of the suburban houses the 


first thing to do is to prepare the earth 
where the seeds, bulbs and potted 
plants are to be planted. 


The city yard is .so shaped that it in 


always laid out in borders round the 
centre grass plot and in narrow beds 
running round the yard against the 
fence. 
All these beds should be filled 


to the depth of a foot with good earth. 
What is known as a rich garden mould 
is the best. 
People make a great mis- 


take in thinking any earth is good 
enough for grass. You want as rich 
soil as for plants. 
Have the loam well 


sodded and seeded and rolled. 
Keep 


the grass well watered. 
May, from 


the first to the last, is a good month to 
sod and seed the grass plot. The first 
week in April is the time to get the 
earth ready. 
Phosphates and other 


composts should be freely used. Roses 
require strong fertilizers. 
All the 


earth in flower gardens should be light 
and friable, so the water will filter 
through easily. 


After the earth is all fertilized, 


spaded, mellowed and raked it must 
lie exposed to the influence of the sun 
aud air till it is thoroughly warm be- 
fore the seeds are planted. 
If seeds 


arc put in before the first of May they 
are apt to decay and not germinate. 


Sweet peas should be planted first, 


and they may be put in if the weather 
is very warm in the latter part of 
April. 
Seasons vary in this climate, 


aud one year seeds will germinate if 
planted as early as the middle of April, 
but it is always safe to wait till the 
first of May. 


Iu yards surrounded by high walls 


and where the modern extension is 
built, where the sun gets little chance, 
the besL plants for borders are bego- 
nias, fuchias aoii ferns. It is better to 
juy these plants potted, as they de- 
velop quicker. 
Eemove them from 


the pots, dig a hole in the earth and 
set them in in the early evening. 
Do 


not pack the earth too tight round 
them. 
Water them well. If these 


plants do not blossom their foliage is 
decorative and luxuriant. 


There is not much use in trying to 


grow flowering vines on the walls or 
fences of city houses. 
For walls, 


fences and racks, where there is suffi- 
cient light aud air. the best hardy 
vines are climbing roses, honeysuckles 
and the different varieties of clematis 
and convolvulus. 


Plants to be grown from seeds which 


arc prolific in flower are the mignon- 
ette, portulacca, candy tuft and sweet 
alyssuin. 
These are stiitable for both 


city and country gardens, and the 
seeds should be pui in early in May. 
Later in May, or the first of June, 
plant balsam seeds, then plant them 
successively for two or three weeks; 
then you will have blossoms all the 
time. Verbena-, heliotrope, monthly 
ruses, geraniums and pansies are all 
desirable flowering plants for home 
gardens, and it is best to put them in 
as small potted plants instead of seeds. 
May is the mouth for planting them. 
Select pausies with a view to making 
an artistic color display. 
Nothing is 


more beautiful iu a garden than a bed 
of tastefully-arranged pansies. 


Salvia is a lovely garden plant, a lux- 


uriant grower aad flowerer. It may be 
raised from seed or plants; the best re- 
sults are from small, sturdy plants. 
Set them out late in May. 
Set out 


verbena plants in tho middle of May. 
Select, them with a view to color, so 
the variety mav be as large as possi- 
ble. 


Bulbs of giadiolas and tuberoses may 


be planted in succession from the 
middle of May to the first of August. 


The first year you plant your gar- 


den watch closely conditions and re- 
sults. The plants which grow the best 
should be renewed the following year. 
If a certain plant does not grow well 
in one p!Vrt of your garden, try it in 
another next year. 
City gardens need 


more frequent watering than suburban 
ones, as the soil is not so deep. Add 
fresh composts when needed to keep 
out the weeds. Turn up the earth 
lightly round the roots often and the 
result will be sturdy and countless 
blossoms.—Gilmore Clarke, Florist, in 
New York Journal.

James Rosier was in a fine state of 
mind after he had read this letter. 
He 
lost no time in dispatching a messenger 
to Messrs. ------, the art publishers 
above mentioned, asking them to send 
up their Mr. ----- (who had previously 
valued the Van Dyck) to his private 
residence, at the earliest possible mo­ 
ment. 
When he arrived, the painting 
was submitted to him. 
He unhesita­

In the course of inquiries it trans­ 
pired that ten other banks in various 
large provincial towns Jhad been simi­ 
larly duped. 
In each case precisely 
the same method had been adopted. 
The first step was the depositing of the 
real Van Dyck at the bank for safe 
custody. 
The second, the advance 
made upon the genuine work, and duly 
repaid. 
The third, the depositing of if 
skillful forgery, so artfully executed as 
easily to pass for the original. 
The 
fourth, the advance obtained on the 
security of this forged subtitute. 
The 
last, the disappearance of Jan Vereker 
with £24,000. 


So far as could be ascertained,lie had 
no confederates, and there was little 
doubt that all the twelve forgeries were 
the work of his own practiced hand. 
Though every effort was made to run 
him down, he still remains among the 
number of the “ wanted.”—London 
Truth.

After 
various 
investigations 
and 
tests of aluminum for mechanical pur­ 
poses, says the Engineering Magazine, 
aluminum bronze is found useless for 
bearings, valves, etc., on account of 
the rapid wearing away, but has proved 
useful for various parts of machines 
where friction is not an importaut fac­ 
tor, and also of course, "where light 
weight is an object. Furniture made of 
this material shows decidedly too lit­ 
tle reistance, requiring also frequent 
repainting. 
Aluminum exhibits, fur- 
termore, but slight resistance to sea 
water, thus making it useless for the 
walls of vessels, 
It is believed, how­ 
ever, that a ten per cent, aluminum 
bronze stands a fair chance of being 
employed somewhat freely as soon as 
the price of the article can be reduced 
sufficiently to approach tho value of 
cast steel.

May is the month for planting them. 
Select pansies with a view to making 
an artistic color display. 
Nothing is 
more beauliful in a garden than a bed 
of tastefully-arranged pansies. 


Salvia is a lovely garden iflant, a lux­ 
uriant grower and flower er. It may be 
raised from seed or plants; the best re­ 
sults are from small, sturdy plants. 
Set them out late in May. 
Set out 
verbena plants in the middle of May. 
Select them with a view to color, so 
the variety may bo as large as possi­ 
ble. 


Bulbs of gladiolas and tuberoses may 
be planted in succession from tho 
middle of May to the first of August. 


Tlio first year you plant your gar­ 
den watch closely conditions and re­ 
sults. 
The plants which grow the best 
should be renewed the following year. 
If a certain plant does not grow well 
in one part of your garden, try it in 
another next year. 
City gardens need 
more frequent watering than suburban 
ones, as the soil is not so deep.

out the weeds.

From Colorado Springs to 


San Francisco.

EPITOH •—We .spent our time 


pleasantly iu (Jolor.idu Springs last Sun- 
day and as our train was scheduled 
to leave at mid-night, we did not retire 
for the night. In order to be on time, 
we went to the depot at 10 o'clock. 
Instead of starting at mid-night, how- 
ever, we were compelled to remain until 
5 o'clock next morning. We were used 
to such delays by this time, and all 
took it philosophically. 


This start gave us the advantage of 


seeing all the magnificent mountain 
scenery by day. The first fine scenery 
we encountered after leaving Pueblo 
was the Grand Canon. This Canon was 
. the same in every particular as that 
of Clear Creek Canon, with the differ- 
ence of the Grand being on a more 
magnificent and gigantic scale. In this 
Canon is found the Royal Gorge, one 
of the finest pieces of mountain scen- 
ery in fee world—great beyond all con- 
ception. On passing out of this Canon 
we entered a mountainous region of 
broken hills, and in the course of 10 


• or 15 miles we entered the still grander 
Black Canon. This gorge, in my es 
' timation, far exceeds that of the Grand. 
Its sides rise higher and presents bolder 
and more magnificent scenes to the .en- 
raptured tourist. 
Marshall Pass can 


never be effaced from the memory of 


• the traveler who has been fortunate 
enough to get the impression. These 
two Canons, tiie Grand and the Black, 
are, as near as I could estimate, 50 or 
60 miles in length. 


Emerging from these mighty walls, 


whose sides at places rise to the majestic 
height of 1000 feet, we enter upon a 
panorama of startling forms as seen in 
the upheavals known as the Palisades. 
These extended for miles along the 
tracks and could be seen at intervals 
diverging in every direction. These fan- 
ciful mountain sides now take the form 
of ruined castles—facades, pillars and 
all—and then grottos, which remind us 
of the homes of the Cave Dwellers who 
once dwelt in the caves of mountain 
sides in the southern section of our 
country. 
Thus the mountain scenery 


is presenting change after change as 
our train carefully pursues its way 
among the everlasting hills of the 
Rockies. 


Continuing with ever-changing forms 


and colors for several hundred miles, 
we finally leave the Great Divide, with 
its miles of foot and sand hills, to 
enter upon a seemingly endless stretch 
of piairie, made up of sage brush, al- 
kali and scrub oak. I can solely say 
that these bad lands continue for 1500 
miles, with occasional fertile stretches 
—made so by irrigation where water 
is available. 
We now and then saw 


Indians with their squaws and papooses 
at these far out-lying stations, and fre 
queutly we passed Indian huts -and 
villages. 


We entered Salt Lake City on Tuesday 


evening (7th) and was delayed there by 
the. heavy passenger traffic until the 
next day at 4 p. in. We visited Great 
Salt Lake and its famous bathing 
beaches, of which there are two. We 
also visited the Mormon Temple. This 
is a magnificent structure, completed in 
1893. It is 300 feet long and 100 feet 
in width, and is built entirely of granite. 
It required forty years to construct it. 
No Gentiles are allowed admittance un- 
der any circumstances, even common 
people of the Mormon faith are not 
admitted. We, however, were permitted 
to enter the Tabernacle, which is 250 
by 150 feet, with a seating capacity,of 
13,000- This building contains one of 
the finest and largest organs in the 
' world, and we had "the never-to-be-for- 
gotten pleasure of hearing its sweet 
and mighty tones. The city has a popu- 
lation of 65,000. 
Most of its streets 


are 132 feet wide, and are very cleanly. 
The city is 4318 feet above sea level, 
and is very healthy. 


At 4 o'clock we took the train for 


Ogdcri—30 miles north of Salt Lake 
City- We had another delay here of 
several hours.

3 miles distant to the top from our 
boarding place. 
From this vantage 


ground we had a fine view—to the west 
can be seen Sacramento, the Coast Range 
Mountains and a broad expanse of the 
Sacramento and San Joaquin Valleys 
lying between us and the Range; to 
the east and right at our feet can be 
seen the valley in which Mr. Marshal] 
discovered the first gold in California. 
Still further away eastward the lofty 
snow-capped peaks of the Sierra Ne- 
vada can be seen. The view was in- 
spiring and uplifting. 


We returned to Auburn on Monday 


morning and left at 8:35 for our last 
stretch to the Golden Gate 
The road 


led through one of the finest valleys— 
the Sacramento—that I ever saw. Three 
miles out from Auburn we struck the 
first really fine and large peach orchard, 
and from this time on until we struck 
San Francisco, it was either orchard, 
wheat or grass farms. It was nothing 
unusual to pass solid and continuous 
wheat fields for fifteen or twenty miles 
without breaks. 
I noticed a number 


of those monster harvesting machines 
at work—machines that cut, thresh and 
bag at the same time. They are drawn 
by horses—ten or twelve animals to 
each machine. Notwithstanding we saw 
some of the finest wheat farms in the 
world, we failed to see any barns. 
The climate is all it is represented to 
be—delightful. 


We arrived at our destination—San 


Francisco—at 4:30 p. in. Monday—just 
two weeks on the way, traveling the 
3,000 miles we are now distant from 
New Oxford.

Every tlmo a cashier takes passage 
for Canada or for that more distant 
bourn whence there can never be, in 
Shakspeare’s opinion, any extradition 
and the friends he leave behind him 
find that his books will not balance the 
chances are about a hundred to one 
that some kind of “speculation,” as it 
has come to be denominated, has been 
at the bottom of it. A few days ago a 
circle of callow youths in Indianapolis 
wore found to bo jointly engaged in 
“taking flyers” on tho stock market 
and, since the little capital they owned 
was soon exhausted, they resorted to 
surreptitiously borrowing the money of 
their employers. 


The city or county treasurer who 
falls short of making both ends meet 
commonly gets into the tangle by rea­ 
son of loans from “the crib” to his po­ 
litical friends, but even such cases are 
not always free from the mania for 
speculation. 


If it shall prove that the university 
funds, some part of which it is now 
feared is lost, have actually 
disap­ 
peared the chances are that it will also 
prove to be because somebody has been 
speculating and needed more money 
than his or their own to keep margins 
good. 


Most of this has to be done, of course, 
through somebody who makes a busi­ 
ness of it—-a “dealer/' so to speak. It 
would never do for grave, conservative 
bank (»ashlers or the treasurers 
of 
municipal or other public corporations 
to be heard shouting frantically in any 
kind of bourse, whether of the 60- 
called bucket or of larger dimensions. 


The other day one of these agencies 
which profess to aid others in convert­ 
ing nothing into something overreached 
itself in New York and fell down, 
doubtless carrying with it a more or 
less long row of patrons. How manjf 
there are of these latter does not yet 
appear, but the interesting part of this 
transaction lies in the fact that the 
agency itself appears to be as elusive 
as a ilea. It was at iirst said that the 
principal was a woman whose identity 
rould not bo established. Later it was 
said that even this feminine suspicion 
had faded like a ghost at cock crow. 


A shrewd Frenchman once said that 
’whenever a crime was committed the 
obvious thing to do wa& to seek for the 
woman at the bottom. Rut in nearly 
nil crimes of this class in this country 
the thing to be first done is to seek for 
tho speculation which was the tempta­ 
tion. 


The problem arising out of this Is a 
grave one for civil and for criminal 
administration. The moral error con­ 
sists in dignifying as legitimate busi­ 
ness that kind of speculation which is 
really nothing more than 
gambling. 
There is a kind of speculation and a 
way of conducting it which is entirely 
legitimate and honorable, 
but that 
which founds its only hope of gain for 
one man on the equal and certain loss 
of another is neither. 


It may not wholly stop this kind of 
so-called business to relentlessly punish 
all who are detected in it, but It would 
certainly check it. and how to attain

Dr. Walter Nyman. Surgeon-General 


of the United States Marine Hospital 
Service, advocates the annexation of 
Cuba as a sanitary measure necessary 
to the welfare of this country, because 
it is the worst plague spot npon the 
map and the source of nearly all our 
epidemics. 
From the beginning of 


the century until now there have been 
only nine years in which this country 
has been free from yellow fever. It 
has been proved that in twenty-three 
of the eighty-five years the disease 
came from Havana direct, and in 
twelve cases from elsewhere in Cuba. 
The source of its infection in many 
other years is believed to have been 
the same, but there is no positive evi- 
dence. 
Since 1S62 there have been 


twenty-six invasions of yellow fever. 
The sources of nineteen are absolute! v 
known—sixteen from 
Havana, two 


from elsewhere in Cuba and one from 
Honduras. Siace 1893 there has been 
no yellow fever in the United States, 1 
which, the Chicago Eecord declares, is 
due to the extraordinary precautions 
taken by Dr. Burgess, the United 
Stales inspector at Havana, who will 
not give a certificate of health unless 
he is sure that it is correct, and with- 
out his certificate no passenger can 
leave Havana for this country.

Odd characters, such as Dickens 


would Lave delighted to describe, are 
nowhere so strongly developed in this 
country as in the army, Quaint sub- 
jects of the provincial type for illustra- 
tion by words or on canvas are plenti- 
ful all over the land. On the seashore, 
in the mountains and mining carnps, on 
the plains, and for years arid years on 
Southern plantations, "the characters" 
of many a sketch, worded or penciled, 
have been found. Each type has had 
its dialect in story or anecdote made 
famous, but "the old soldier," without 
a dialect, but a vocabulary of his own, 
is not without pecularities that make 
iim distinctly an American character. 


Above everything, and subordinating 


very-thing else it is he is loyal. He is 
only a thirteen-dollar-a-month em- 
>loye of the Government. 
He may 


jtumble about his rations, curse the 
cook, deplore long marches or become 
disgusted with the routine of garrison 
duty, but his loyalty to the flag cannot 
be disputed. 


Loyalty to flag is not the only loyal- 


ty felt by the old soldier. He is 
loyal to regiment, to company and to 
his officers, while "the striker" (sol- 
dier servant) is a character without 
the like in all the gamut of life. 
He 


will steal and lie—for the officer he 
serves—but never take a thing from 
him nor ever tell him anything but the 
truth. There's one exception. 
The 


officer's whisky is held by the "strik- 
er"' to be property in common. 


There are no better servants on 


earth than "strikers," as they used to 
be. 
He looked after every detail, reg- 


ulated the life of the officer he served, 
laying out clean linen when he thought 
it was time for a change, and not in- 
frequently sought his captain or lieu- 
tenant at special hours of the night 
when he thought he was out too late. 
The best there was must come to his 
officer's household, even if he had to 
go out foraging for it. 


On the march in 1868 against the 


southern Indians four companies of 
the Fifth Infantry were attached to 
Ouster's command to guard his wagon 
train. Lieutenant George P. Borden 
commanded Company K, and 
his 


"striker" was the best who ever served 
an army officer. 
Goodhardt—that was 


his name—who was a clean-cut soldier 
in appearance and alert to the interests 
of the lieutenant, became a frequent 
visitor to the Seventh cavalry while 
the command was in camp on the 
'banks of the Arkansas at Fort Dodge. 
This friendliness on the part of Good- 
hardt began to be manifested just af- 
ter the lieutenant's tent had been 
blown down in a gale of wind, the 
wooden tent pins not holding in the 
frozen ground. 
After every visit of 


Goodhardt's to the cavalry camp iron 
picket pins, to which the horses were 
tethered while grazing, were missing. 
Goodhardt was never discovered, but 
Lieutenant Borden's tent didn't blow 
down again during the long winter's 
campaign, because every guy rope had 
been secured by an iron pin. 


But Goodhardt's greatest achieve- 


ment of this campaign was the theft 
of an ox wagon, or prairie schooner, 
and three yoke of oxen—all for the 
lieutenant's comfort. At Fort Hayes, 
Kan., when the expedition started, 
transportation was apportioned to the 
command—one ox wagon to each in- 
fantry company, and four six-mule 
wagons to each cavalry troop. 
On ar- 


riving at Fort Dodge and going into 
camp on the south bank of the Arkan- 
sas to further equip the expedition, an 
inspection of transportation was or- 
dered. 
Major Henry Inman was the 


quartermaster in charge, and just after 
reveille the inspection began. Reach- 
ing Company K, he found it in posses- 
sion of two schooners, great big white- 
topped, canvas-covered wagons, and 
charging up to Lieutenant Borden's 
quarters, he wanted to know, vocifer- 
ously, where he had got the extra 
wagon. Words followed words, sprin- 
kled with a hot emphasis that dissi- 
pated the icicles from their mustaches. 
Finally Major Inmau became so ver- 
bose in his emphasis that between 
words did not afford space enough for 
his expletives, so he stuffed them in 
between syllables. 


Then Goodhardt quietly stepped up 


and calmly explained that he had seen 
the wagon up at Hayes' astray, as it 
were, and that he thought it would be 
convenient to carry the lieutenant's 
things in, and so he had brought it 
along. 


It fell to the lot of this sarue Good- 


hardt, a little while before these inci- 
dents, to be in charge of a lieutenant 
who went East and returned with a 
bride to camp. 
The Fifth Infantry, at 


the time located in "The States." after 
a dozen or more years' service on the 
frontier, was essentially a bachelors" 
regiment- The advent of the bride to 
the regiment wa«! welcomed, and she 
became «t onee "the daughter of the 
regiment," no one be-ng more fatherly 
than Goodhardt, though he was unac- 
customed to woman's wnys, as he had 
tended on bachelors solely for so many 
Tears. The young married couple had 
tio mess bill to pay for a month or 


more, as they were feasted and feted 
by everyone. 


About u -week after reaching Fort 


Kiley, Kansa.s, the bride asked her 
husband: 


"How do you manage about washin« 


in the army?" 
° 


"Oh," Huitl he, "Coodhardt will at- 


tend to that. 
He'll gather up the 


clothes and send them to some one of 
the company's laundresses." 


'/Well, I'just tell you," said she, 


"I m not going to have a man handle 
my clothes. 1 will make up my own 
bundle." 


That night, invited to a mess supper, 


the bride dec-lured she would make up 
her bundle after the entertainment. 
Returning home about midnight, on 
entering the front room two big bun- 
dles, ready for the laundry, were ob- 
served; separate parcels, but tied to- 
gether by a twine string, to which at- 
tached a laundry list, reading: 


"Three (3) he-shirts; four (4) she- 
shirts." 


"Four (4) he-socks; six (C) she- 
socks." 


And so the list ran, with the nicest 


distinction about the sex of the ap- 
parel.—-Chicago Times-Herald. 


HOUSEHOLD AFFAIRS 


u Carpet. 


When a carpet comes to bo laid 


afreHb, the colors are apt to look some- 
what dingy and certainly not so bright 
as was expected. To remedy this use 
a pailful of warm water containing two 
or three tablespoonfuls of household 
ammonia and a soft flannel and two 
soft cloths for rubbing the carpet dry 
after it has been washed with the first 
flannel and water. 
This treatment 


will, when the carpet is quite dry, be 
found to give a most effectual renova- 
tion. 
But it must be remembered 


that certain greens will not bear am- 
monia; in such cases clear warm water 
will freshen and help the carpet very 
much.—New York Sun.

I'rcpariiijj Chocolate. 


lu preparing chocolate a paste 


should first be made. The proportion 
in making chocolate is one square of 
chocolate to one tablespoonful of hot 
water. This is stirred smooth in the 
double boiler, chafing dish, or what- 
ever utensil is used for making it, and 
then the milk or milk and water 
added. The proportion of half water 
to the chocolate makes it more digesti- 
ble. 
Allow oje cup or one-half pint 


of liquid to the square of chocolate. 
The water is first added to" the paste 
and well cooked. There is not the 
oiliness to the chocolate, and it is 
much more delicate if the milk is not 
cooked after being poured in, but 
merely allowed to become thoroughly 
hot. No scum arises on the chocolate 
when the paste is first made. The 
paste is convenient. 
It can be made 


and kept on hand, packed in a small 
china vessel, for two or three days, 
and used when desired. 
The choco- 


late should be well beaten with an egg 
beater, the dish being placed on the 
back of the range if convenient, before 
serving. To give additional nourish- 
ment the white or the yolk of an egg, 
well beaten, can be stirred into tlie 
chocolate.—New York Times.

To Dissipate Smoke. 


It is thought by many that the timo 


is not far distant when fogacd the 
smoke in the atmosphere of large cities 
will be dissipated by electricity. 
Al- 


ready a patent has been taken out in 
Germany for an apparatus for snaoko 
prevention by means of wires stretched 
inside a flue or ehimr.ey, aad rendered 
incandescent by au electric current. 
This simple method will consume the 
blacked smoke, but at present it is 
much ion expensive for practical use. 
Ordinarily each chirunev would require 
its own continuous current dynamo, 
which would absorb something like 
fifteen horse-power, and perhaps more. 
In some cases one dynamo might be 
ns<vl for several chimneys situated 
near 1he electric plant. 
If the speed 


of the dynamo were a^ridenl&llv in- 
creased, the wires would probably be 
fused. 
For a chimney 120 feet high 


ball-coiled wires twenty yards long 
would be required. 


I Recipes.

pan of boiling water, and drop it bj 
the spoonful on buttered tias. 


Raised Biscuits—Half a pint oi 


tepid water, half a pint of milk {Juke 
warm), one teaspooafnl of sugar, hal! 
a teaspoocfal of salt, one tablespoon- 
ful of melted butter, one-quarter of s 
yeast cake dissolved in two-thirds of s 
cupful of tepid water, three pints oJ 
flour; sift the floor, add salt, sugai 
and yeast. Then gradually beat in the 
water and milk.

From Colorado Springs to 
San Francisco. 


LETTER IV. 


Jin 
E d i t o k *— Wc .spent our time 
pleasantly in Colorado Springs last Sun­ 
day and as our train was scheduled 
to leave at mid-night, wc did not retire 
for the night. In order to be on time, 
wc went to the depot at 10 o’clock. 
Instead of starting at mid-night, how­ 
ever, wc were compelled to remain until 
5 o’clock next morning. 
Wc were used 
to such delays by this time, and all 
took it philosophically. 


This start gave us the advantage of 
seeing all the magnificent mountain 
scenery by day. 
The first fine scenery 
wc encountered after leaving Pueblo 
was the Grand Canon. This Canon was 
, the same in every particular as that 
* of Clear Creek Canon, with the differ­ 
ence of the Grand being on a more 
magnificent and gigantic scale. 
In this 
Canon is found the Royal Gorge, one 
of the finest pieces of mountain scen­ 
ery in fee world—great beyond all con­ 
ception. On passing out of this Canon 
we entered a mountainous region of 
broken hills, and in the course of 10 


' or 15 miles wc entered the still grander 
Black Canon. 
This gorge, in my es 
‘ timation, far exceeds that of the Grand. 
Its sides rise higher and presents bolder 
and more magnificent scenes to the .en­ 
raptured tourist. 
Marshall Pass can 
never be ciTaced from the memory of 
* the traveler who has been fortunate 
enough to get the impression. 
These 
two Canons, tlie Grand and the Black, 
are, as near as I could estimate, 50 or 
60 miles in length. 


Emerging from these mighty walls, 
whose sides at places rise to the majestic 
height of 1000 feet, we enter upon a 
panorama of startling forms as seen in 
the upheavals known as the Palisades. 
These extended for miles along the 
tracks and could be seen at intervals 
diverging in every direction. These fan­ 
ciful mountain sides now take the form 
of ruined castles—facades, pillars and 
all—and then grottos, which remind us 
of the homes of the Cave Dwellers who 
once dwelt in the Citves of mountain 
sides in the southern section of our 
countiy. 
Thus the mountain scenery 
is presenting change after change as 
our train carefully pursues its way 
among the everlasting hills of the 
Rockies. 


Continuing with ever-changing forms 
and colors for several hundred miles, 
we finally leave the Great Divide, with 
its miles of foot and sand hills, to 
enter upon a seemingly endless stretch 
of prairie, made up of sage brush, al­ 
kali and scrub oak. I can solely say 
that these bad lands continue for 1500 
miles, with occasional fertile stretches 
—made so by irrigation where water 
is available. 
We now and then saw 
Indians with their squaws and papooses 
at these far out-lying stations, and fro 
quently we passed Indian huts and 
villages. 


We entered Salt Lake City on Tuesday 
evening (7th) and was delayed there by 
the heavy passenger tralfic until the 
next day at 4 p. in. 
We visited Great 
Salt 
Lake and its famous bathing 
beaches, of which there are two. 
We 
also visited the Mormon Temple. 
This 
is a magnificent structure, completed in 
1893. 
It is 200 feet long and 100 feet 
in width, and is built entirely of granite. 
It required forty years to construct it. 
No Gentiles are allowed admittance un­ 
der any circumstances, even common 
people of the Mormon faith are not 
admitted. 
We, however, were permitted 
to enter the Tabernacle, which is 250 
by 150 feet, with a seating capacity,of 
12,000. 
This building contains one of 
the finest and largest organs in the 
* world, and we had the never-to-be-for- 
gotten pleasure of hearing its sweet 
and mighty tones. 
The city has a popu­ 
lation of 05,000. 
Most of its streets 
are 132 feet wide, and are very cleanly. 
The city is 4218 feet above sea level, 
and is very healthy.

AGRICULTURAL TOPICS. 


I*caN for Poor 


There is no better way to fertilize 


poor laud than to sow it with peas, 
using phosphate of lime to furnish thu 
mineral fertility that this crop requires 
to perfect the seed. It is not nitrogen 
which the pea crop most needs other 
than what the pea roots supply by dN- 
integrating air in the soil ami liberat- 
ing its nitrogen. But to form the grain 
both lime and phosphate are required. 
With these supplied the soil will grov/ 
richer every year. 


Fine Seed 1!«-<1 for Onion*. 


The roller is indispensable for pre- 


paring onion ground either for seed 
or sets. 
That with u shallow cultiva- 


tion to the depth of two inches will 
innke a better seed bed than will 
deeper tillage. 
If the soil is made 


friable deep down the onion may grow- 
large, but it will likely be thick necked 
and grow a crop of scullions.—Boston 
Cultivator. 


Extensive 1'runing. 


F. J. Kinny, the Worcester garden- 


er and fruit grower, does not believe in 
much pruning for trees. 
At a recent 


horticultural meeting he cited the in- 
stance of a neighbor -who had a fine 
orchard but who had his trees trimmed, 
with the result that his crop of apples 


is siuce materially deteriorated both 


iu quality and quantity. 
He thought 


it w as an admitted fact that, you could 
remove a very large limb from a tree 
without injuring the growth of the 
w'aole tree. 
The best orchards he 


knew of were those that had been 
trimmed the least, but which « ere well 
fertilized.—Farm News.

The Best Ponlts-y Motive Floor. 


The subject of floors for poultry 


houses has been discussed more than 
almost any other point about poultry 
buildings. 
The best authorities ar« 


now nearly agreed that earth is th« 
best floor that can be made if it is 
properly prepared. 
The reason for 


this is that earth is in the first place a 
good disinfectant and deodorizer, and 
for this reason adapted to this purpose, 
and iu the second place, such a floor 
cau be renewed at only the cost of the 
labor used iu replacing it. The best 
floor is made ox hard packed clay, cov- 
ered with two inches of loose garden 
mould. 


The laud on-winch the poultry house 


stands should be drained in such a 
manner as to carry off surplus moisture 
readily ir.nl prevent flooding by the 
hardest rains. This can best be ac- 
complished by filling iu until the floor 
of the poultry house is t-ix inches high- 
er than the surrounding surface. 
The 


filling should be clay, if it can be got, 
and in any event it should be slightly 
damped aud pounded down firmly and 
allowed to dry beforeeing'p but to use. 
Then cover with two inches of garden 
soil or dust as dry as is convenient. 
As soon as there is any foul odor about 
the house this coat of loose soil should 
be removed aud a new one put in. In 
the summer months this must be done 
about twice a month, but in the winter 
a longer time may elapse, provided the 
soil is raked over and the droppings 
mixed in it once a week. The soil that 
is taken out is one of the best fertiliz- 
ers about the farm, and may be used 
on garden crops with great benefit. 


The objection to a board floor is that 


it becomes saturated with the drop- 
pings, and not only offensive, but dan- 
gerous as a breeder of disease. A 
board floor is a good breeding place for 
vermin, while one of earth acts as a 
preventive in a great measure, the dust 
arising from the floor acting as an ia- 
secticide.—Farmer's Voice.

Thursday evening,and sustained injuries 
from which he died a quarter of an hour 
later. McLaughlin was a passenger on 
the train that left Gettysburg at 3*52 for 
for Baltimore. 
It is said that when he 
boarded the train he was under the in­ 
fluence of liquor. As the train was ap­ 
proaching this place, where it is due at 
4:1G, McLaughlin left his scat in the 
smoking car and walked unsteadily to the 
rear door. 
He suddenly wheeled about 
and went to the front end of the car,and 
upon opening the door his hat blew off 
and rolled to the roadbed. McLaughlin 
attempted to catch his hat and lost his 
balance—at this point there is a sharp 
curve in the track and his unsteady gait 
may have been caused by the car round­ 
ing this curve—and he was hurled some 
distance from the track, striking the 
ground head first, rupturing a blood ves­ 
sel and fracturing his skull. 


The train was stopped and the wound­ 
ed man placed in the baggage car and 
taken to Hanover. Word of the accident 
was telegraphed to Hanover, and Dr. 
Bittingcr, the R. R. Co.’s surgeon, not 
being at home at the time, Dr. Alleman 
was called, who, after an examination, 
pronounced life extinct, McLaughlin 
having died just as the train pulled into 
Hanover. The remains were taken back 
to Gettysburg on the 5:55 train, where it 
was taken in charge by Corporal Skelly 
Post No. 9, G. A. R., of which he was a 
member. 


McLaughlin was on his way to visit his 
brother,who is an inmate of the Soldier’s 
Home at Hampton, Va. 
In his pockets 
were found a ticket to Baltimore, a pair 
of eye glasses, $11.30 in cash and some 
other small articles. He formerly resid­ 
ed on Seminary Ridge,in the stone house 
in which General Lee, Commander-in- 
Chief of the Confederate army, made his 
headquarters during that memorial battle, 
but for the past six months resided with 
his daughter, Mrs. Rhodes, near Bigler- 
ville. He also has a son residing at Stccl- 
ton. Mrs. McLaughlin died some years 
ago. 


“Jimmie” McLaughlin, as he was fa­ 
miliarity known, was a brave and good 
soldier, a member of Co. K 2nd Pa. Res., 
and was well liked by all who knew him.

Bankers and brokers have 
been forced to discontinue loaning large 
amounts on growing or prospective 
crops. 
The planters havo been forced 
to a cash basis or something near it. 
Merchants are better able to discount 
their bills and are doing it.” 
This is 
true, says the Louisville Courier- 
Journal in corroboration. Except for 
the floods there is 110 reason why the 
South cannot expect to prosper. 


Dr. ’Walter Nyman,Surgeon-General 
of tho United States Marine Hospital 
Service, advocates the annexation of 
Cuba as a sanitary measure necessary 
to the welfare of this country, because 
it is the worst plague spot upon the 
map and tho source of nearly all our 
epidemics. 
From tho beginning of 
tho century until now there have been 
only nine years in which this country 
has been free from yellow fever. 
It 
has been proved that in twenty-three 
of tho eighty-five years the disease 
came from Havana direct, 
and in 
twelve cases from elsowhere in Cuba. 
Tho source of its infection in many 
other years is believed to havo been 
tho same, but there is no positive evi­ 
dence. 
Since 1S62 there have been 
twenty-six invasions of yellow fever. 
The sources of nineteen are absolutely 
known—sixteen 
from 
Havana, two 
from elsewhere in Cuba and one from 
Honduras. 
Since 1893 there has been 
no yellow fever in the United States, 
which, the Chicago Record declares, is 
due to the extraordinary precautions 
taken by Dr. 
Burgess, the United 
States Inspector at Havana, who will 
not give a certificate of health unless 
lie is sure that it is correct, and with­ 
out his certificate no passenger cun 
leave Havana for this country.

everything else it is. he is loyal. He is 
only a thirteen-dollar-a-month em­ 
ploye of tho Government. 
He may 
grumble about his rations, curse the 
cook, deplore long marches or become 
disgusted with the routine of garrison 
duty, but his loyalty to the flag cannot 
be disputed. 


Loyalty to flag is not the only loyal­ 
ty felt by the old soldier. 
He is 
loyal to regiment, to company and to 
his officers, while “the striker” (sol­ 
dier servant) is a character without 
the like in all tljie gamut of life. 
He 
will steal and lie—for tho officer he 
serves—but never take a thing from 
him nor ever tell him anything but the 
truth. 
There’s one exception. 
The 
officer’s whisky is held by the “strik­ 
er” to bo property in common. 


There are no better servants on 
earth than “strikers,” as they used to 
be. 
He looked after every detail, reg­ 
ulated the life of the officer he served, 
laying out clean linen when he thought 
it was time for a change, and not in­ 
frequently sought his captain or lieu­ 
tenant at special hours of the night 
when he thought he was out too late. 
The best there was must come to his 
officer’s household, even if he had to 
go out foraging for it. 


On the march in 1868 against the 
southern Indians four companies of 
the Fifth Infantry were attached to 
Custer’s command to guard his wagon 
train, 
Lieutenant George P. Borden 
commanded 
Company K, and 
his 
“striker” was the best who ever served 
an army officer. 
Goodhardt—that was 
his name—who was a clean-cut soldier 
in appearance and alert to the interests 
of the lieutenant, became a frequent 
visitor to the Seventh cavalry while 
the command was in camp on the 
‘banks of the Arkansas at Fort Dodge. 
This friendliness on the part of Good­ 
hardt began to be manifested just af­ 
ter the lieutenant’s tent had been 
blown down in a gale of wind, the 
wooden tent pins not holding in the 
frozen ground. 
After every visit of 
Goodhardt’s to the cavalry camp iron 
picket pins, to wfhich tho horses were 
tethered while grazing, were missing, 
Goodhardt was never discovered, but 
Lieutenant Borden’s tent didn’t blow 
down again during the long winter’s 
campaign, because every guy rope had 
been secured by an iron pin. 


But Goodhardt’s greatest achieve­ 
ment of this campaign was the theft 
of an ox wagon, or prairie schooner, 
and three yoke of oxen—all for tho 
lieutenant’s comfort. 
At Fort Hayes, 
Kan., when the expedition started, 
transportation was apportioned to the 
command—one ox wagon to each in­ 
fantry company, and four six-mule 
wagons to each cavalry troop.

Major Henry Inman was tho 
quartermaster in charge, and just after 
reveille the inspection began. 
Beach­ 
ing Company K, he found it in posses­ 
sion of two schooners, great big white- 
topped, canvas-covered wagons, and 
charging up to Lieutenant Borden’s 
quarters, he wanted to know, vocifer­ 
ously, where he had got tho extra 
wagon. 
Words followed words, sprin­ 
kled with a hot emphasis that dissi­ 
pated tho icicles from their mustaches. 
Finally Major Inman became so ver­ 
bose in his emphasis that between 
words did not afford space enough for 
his expletives, so ho stuffed them in 
between syllables.

How tho I.ate Congressman H olm an D e­ 
feated a Fellow M em ber’« 


The House contains now few mem­ 
bers whose “official memory” goes 
back to the earlier and more pictur­ 
esque stages of the career of the late 
Judge Holman, but these few, writes 
a Washington correspondent of the 
Newr York Post, have been entertain­ 
ing tho cloak-room gatherings with 
reminiscences. 


“It was almost impossible to catch 
the Great Objector napping,” said one 
of his old associates. 
“ A Michigan 
member—I think it w’as Horr—tried 
for a long time to get a public build­ 
ing appropriation for his district in­ 
creased, but every time he found his 
way blocked by Holman’s economical 
ideas. 
At last he saw an opening. 
If 
he could get unanimous consent to 
call up and pass a certain bill of insig­ 
nificant appearance, but which carried 
the appropriation as a rider, he would 
be all right; but how could he prevent 
Holman from spoiling the unanimity? 
He sought the House barber who was 
accustomed to shave Holman. 
‘If you 
can keep the Judge in your chair an 
hour longer than usual,’ he said, ‘it 
means a dollar in your pocket.* The 
barber worked hard to earn his money. 
He shaved his customer at funeral 
pace; his razors had never 
needed 
so much stropping, his lather never 
taken so long to foam. 
When the 
shave was over he suggested that the 
Judge’s hair needed trimming, and 
without heeding his protests, snipped 
off a large lock, so that the rest must 
necessarily be cut. 
Then he swashed 
something out of a bottle upon the 
Judge’s pate.

Holman.

old gentleman’s hair was already white 
with foain, and he was in for it. Thus, 
by one device and another, three- 
quarters of an hour was consumed. 


Meanwhile Horr had been rushing 
his work through to the critical point.

the word “objection,” and had sprung 
from the chair. 
“I 
object!” I10 
squeaked forth. 
Horr sank back in 
tho seat in a state of semi-collaj)se. 
The work for which ho had plotted and 
toiled had been all undone by that 
rascally barber’s carelessness in leaving 
the door open, and not holding the 
Judgo down by main force. 


To Dissipate Smoke. 


It is thought by many that tho time 
is not far distant when fog and the 
smoke in the atmosphere of large cities 
will be dissipated by electricity. 
Al­ 
ready a patent has been taken out in 
Germany for an apparatus for smoko 
prevention by means of wires stretched 
inside a Hue or chimney, and rendered 
incandescent by an electric current. 
This simple method will consume the 
blackest smoke, but at present it is 
much too expensive for practical use. 
Ordinarily each chimney would require 
its own continuous current dynamo, 
which would absorb something like 
fifteen horse-power, and perhaps more. 
In some case3 one dynamo anight be 
used for several chimneys situated 
near the electric plant. 
If the speed 
of the dynamo were accidentally in­ 
creased, the wireB would probably be 
fused. 
For a chimney 12U feet high 
ball-coiled wires twenty yards long 
would be required, 


HOUSEHOLD AFFAIRS 


Driglilening a Carpet. 


When a carpet comes to bo laid 
afresh, the colors are apt to look some­ 
what dingy and certainly not so bright 
as was expected. 
To remedy this use 
a pailful of warm water containing two 
or three tablespoonfuls of household 
ammonia and a soft flannel and two 
soft cloths for rubbing tho carpet dry 
after it has been washed with tho first 
flannel and water. 
This treatment 
will, when the carpet is quite dry, be 
found to give a most effectual renova­ 
tion. 
But it must be remembered 
that certain greens will not bear am­ 
monia; in such cases clear warm water 
will freshen and help tho carpet very 
much.—New York Sun.

P rep arin g Chocolate* 


In preparing 
chocolate a paste 
should first be made. 
The proportion 
in making chocolate is one square of 
chocolate to one tablespoonful of hot 
water. 
This is stirred smooth in the 
double boiler, chaliug dish, or what­ 
ever utensil is used for making it, and 
then the milk or milk and water 
added. 
The proportion of half water 
to the chocolate makes it more digesti­ 
ble. 
Allow oae cup* or one-half pint 
of liquid to the square of chocolate. 
The water is first added to* the paste 
and well cooked. 
There is not the 
oiliness to the chocolate, and it is 
much more delicate if tho milk is not 
cooked after being poured in, but 
merely allowed to become thoroughly 
hot. 
No scum arises on the chocolate 
when the paste is first made. 
The 
paste is convenient. 
It can be made 
and kept on hand, packed in a small 
china vessel, for two or three days, 
and used when desired. 
The choco­ 
late should be well beaten with an egg 
beater, tho dish being placed 011 the 
back of the range if convenient, before 
serving. 
To give additional nourish­ 
ment the white or the yolk of an egg, 
well beaten, can be stirred into tho 
chocolate.—New York Times. 


The Choice of Floor Coverings. 


For housewives of moderate means 
with one servant, living in a small 
house or apartments, rooms can be 
kept clean with less labor if the floors 
or margins of them are stained and 
the centre covered with a rug, which 
can be lifted every few weeks and 
taken to the yard or roof and shaken 
and 
thoroughly brushed. 
A good 
Smyrna rug will stand hard wear for 
ten years—longer than the best carpet 
will present a respectable appearance. 


For bedrooms, whether for city or 
country, it has long ¡been conceded 
that matting is the best, cheapest and 
most sanitary and artistic substitute. 
Good matting will give satisfaction for 
three years if turned once during that 
time and wipecfortce a * month with a 
cloth wrung out of warm water con­ 
taining a little soda. 


It is more than possible, however, 
that matting, which has so long held 
the field, will be superseded by acom- 
paratively new material called “ iioor 
fibre.” 
It is as flexible as the best 
Chinese matting, is neat and unob­ 
trusive in design, comes in many soft 
colors, and can be sewed together and 
bound like carpet. 
It forms one of 
the best backgrounds for rugs, and, it 
is said, will be largely used for dadoes 
as well as for ceilings. 
For hammock, 
floor and piazza cushions it is qool, 
durable and unrivalled from auy point 
of view**-New York Journal.

Bye Breakfast Cake—One cofieecup* 
ful rye flour, one cupful wheat flour, 
two teaspoonfuls baking powder, half­ 
teaspoonful of salt, half a cupful mo­ 
lasses, one cupful of sweet milk. 
Sift 
flour and yeast powder twice, then add 
the salt, milk and molasses; beat lighl 
and put in a greased pan; bake in 0 
hot oven thirty minutes. 


Picnic Biscuits—Dissolve a half cake 
of compressed yeast in one cupful o) 
thin cream, add two cupfuls of warmed 
flour and beat very thoroughly. 
Put 
in a warm place until well risen, then 
add sufficient flour to make a very soil 
dough; divide into portions; roll each 
portion to about one-half inch thick* 
ness. 
Spread one sheet of dough with 
chopped figs or raisins, cover with the 
other; cut into 
biscuits of fanej 
shapes; allow them to rise until verj 
light, then bake. 


Maple Sugar Drops—Maple sugai 
drops are made by melting a jDound oj 
maple sugar with a cup of water ant 
boiling the water until it is a creamj 
ball. 
Let it cdol when the syruj. 
reaches this stage, and when you can 
bear your finger in it begin stirring it. 
When it is about tde consistency oJ 
lard, knead it on a marble board or * 
platter until it is an even, smooth fon­ 
dant. 
Melt it by letting tho bowl in b 
pan of boiling water, and drop it b) 
the spoonful on buttered tins. 


Eaised Biscuits-—Half a pint ol 
tepid water, half a pint of milk (luke­ 
warm), one teaspoonful of sugar, hab 
a teaspoonful of salt, one tables£>oon* 
ful of melted butter, one-quarter of a 
yeast cake dissolved in two-thirds of a 
cupful of tepid water, three pints oJ 
flour; sift the flour, add salt, sugai 
and yeast. 
Then gradually beat in the 
water and milk. 
It will make a stifl 
batter, and should bo beaten ten min­ 
utes hard; let rise over night; in the 
morning roll out and cut with biscuit 
cutter; let rise one hour in the pans 
and bake.

AGRICULTURAL TOPICS* 


Peas for Poor Soils. - 


There is no better way to fertilize 
poor land than to sow it with poas, 
using phosphate of lime to furnish the 
mineral fertility that this crop req u ire 
to perfect the seed. 
It is not nitrogon 
which the pea crop most needs other 
than what the pea roots supply by dis­ 
integrating air in the soil and liberat­ 
ing its nitrogen. But to form the gram 
both limo and phosphate are required. 
With those supplied the soil will grow 
richer every year. 


Fine Seed Bed for Onions. 


The roller is indispensable for pre­ 
paring onion ground either for seed 
or sets. 
That with a shallow cultiva­ 
tion to the depth of two inches will 
make a better seed bed than will 
deeper tillage. 
If the soil is made 
friable deep down the onion may grow 
large, but it will likely be thick necked 
and grow a crop of scullions. -Boston 
Cultivator. 


Extensive Pruning. 


F. »T. Kinny, the Worcester garden­ 
er and fruit grower, does not believe in 
much pruning for trees. 
At a recent 
horticultural meeting he cited the in ­ 
stance of a neighbor who had a fin«» 
orchard but who had his trees trimmed, 
with the result that his crop of appl»’ * 
has since materially deteriorated both 
in quality and quantity. 
He though? 
it was an admitted fact that you could 
remove a very large limb from a tr« »■ 
without injuring the growth of tin* 
whole tree. 
The best orchards hr 
knew of were those that had be» n 
trimmed the least, but which were wi ll 
fertilized.—Farm News.

Tho B est Poultry House Floor. 


The subject of floors for poultry 
houses has been discussed more than 
almost any other point about poult) v 
buildings. 
The best authorities av« 
now nearly agreed that earth is the 
best floor that can be made if it i < 
properly prepared. 
The reason for 
this is that earth is in the first place .i 
good disinfectant and deodorizer, an l 
for this reason adapted to this purpose, 
and in the second place, such a flo o r 
can be renewed at only the cost of tin* 
labor used in replacing it. 
Tho be>t 
floor is made of hard packed clay, co'. • 
ered w’itli two inches of loose garde.i 
mould. 


The land on which the poultry hoiuv 
stands should be drained in such • 
manner as to carry off surplus moistui«* 
readily and prevent flooding by tli.« 
hardest rains. 
This can best be a c ­ 
complished by filling in until the floe i 
of the poultry house is six inches high 
er than the surrounding surface. 
Thi* 
filling should be clay, if it can be got, 
and in any event it should be slightly 
damped and pounded down firmly and 
allowed to dry beforeeing j) but to use. 
Then cover with two inches of garden 
soil or dust as dry as is convenient. 
As soon as there is any foul odor about 
the house this coat of loose soil should 
be removed and a new one put in. 
l r 
the summer months this must be don« 
about twice a month, but in the winter 
a longer time may elapse, provided th»* 
soil is raked over and the droppingi 
mixed in it once a week. The soil that 
is taken out is one of the best fertiliz 
ers about the farm, and may be used 
on garden crops with great benefit. 


The objection to a board floor is that 
it becomes saturated with the drop 
pings, and not only offensive, but dan­ 
gerous as a breeder of disease. 
A 
board floor is a good breeding place for 
vermin, while one of earth acts as a 
preventive in a great measure, the dust 
arising from the floor acting as au in 
secticide.—Farmer’s Voice, 


A Coyote W ith a B ell. 


One of Charles StolPs boys, of Hun 
gry Hollow, caught a coyote in a traj- 
recently that had a collar around iti- 
neck with a bell attached to it. 
Thij- 
would indicate that someone had been 
breeding coyotes for their scalps and 
that this one had either escaped or the 
party or parties had gone out of tho 
business when the State appropriation 
was shut off 


Another thing that leads to this be« 
lief is the fact that coyotes are now 
more numerous in that section than 
they have been for years. 
A little in­ 
vestigating might produce some inter­ 
esting results. 
The Mail’s correspond­ 
ent from that section has complained 
for the past year of the unusual num­ 
ber of coyotes in that section and the 
great annoyance and loss they have 
caused the farmers. 
If the State was 
still paying a bounty of $5 for each 
scalp the breeding of coyotes would bo 
quite a profitable industry,—Wood­ 
land (Cal.)

As 
a fact, however, it was not. 
Truth to

A month or so later, Jan Vereker

The second, the advance 
made upon the genuine work, aud duly 
repaid. 
The third, the depositing of iP 
skillful forgery, so artfully executed as 
easily to pass for the original. 
The 
fourth, the advauco obtained on the 
security of this forged subtitute. 
The 
last, the disappearance of Jan Vereker 
with £24,000. 


So far as could be aHceriained,he had 
no confederates, and there was little 
doubt that all the twelve forgeries were 
the work of his own practiced hand. 
Though every effort was made to run 
him down, he still remains among the 
number of the 
"wanted."—London 
Truth. 


Failure of Aluminum, 


After 
various 
investigations 
and 
tests of aluminum for mechanical pur- 
poses, says the Engineering Magazine, 
aluminum bronze is found useless for 
bearings, valves, eto,, on account of 
the rapid wearing away, but has proved 
useful for various parts of machines 
where friction is not an imi^ortant fac- 
tor, aud also of course, where light 
weight is an object. Furnittire made of 
this material shows decidedly too lit- 
tle reistance, requiring also frequent 
repainting. 
Aluminum exhibits, fur- 
termore, but slight resistance to sea 
water, thus making it useless for the 
walls of vessels. 
It is believed, how- 
ever, that a ten per cent, aluminum 
bronze stands a fair chance of being 
employed somewhat freely as soon as 
the i>rice of the article can be reduced 
sufilciently to api^roach the value of 
cast steel.

Mil 
E I " > I T O K — W c .ppcnt our lime 
pleasantly in Colorado Springs last Sun- 
day and as our train was scheduled 
to leave at mid-nißht, wc did not retire 
for the night. 
In order to be on time, 
Ave wont to the depot at lü o'clock. 
Instead of starting at mid-night» how- 
ever, we M'cre compelled to remain until 
5 o'clock next morning. 
Wc were used 
to such delays by this time, and all 
look it philosophically. 


This start gave us the advantage of 
seeing 
all 
tlie jnagniliccnt 
mountain 
scenery by day. 
The lirst fine sccnery 
we encountered after leaving 
Pueblo 
was the Grand Canon. 
This Canon was 
, the same in every particular as that 
' of Clear Creek Canon, with the diíTer- 
cnce of the Grand being on a more 
niaguiiiccnt and gigantic scale. 
In this 
Canon is found the Royal Gorge, one 
of the finest pieces of mountain scen- 
ery in fee world—great beyond all con- 
ception. 
On passing out of this Canon 
we entered a mountainous region of 
broken hills, and in the course of 10 
' or 15 miles wc entered the still grander 
Black Canon. 
This gorge, in jny es 
; timation, far exceeds that of the Grand. 
' Its sides rise higher and presents bolder 
lind more magnificent scenes to the .en- 
raptured tourist. 
Marshall Pass can 
never be efl!aced from the memory of 
* • the traveler who has been 
fortunate 
enough to get the impression. 
These 
two Canons, the Grand and the Black, 
are, as near as I could estimate, 50 or 
60 miles in length. 


Emerging from these mighty walls, 
whose sides at places rise to the majestic 
height of 1000 feet, we enter upon a 
panorama of startling forms as seen iu 
the upheavals known as the Palisades. 
These 
extended for miles along the 
tracks and could be seen at intervals 
diverging in every direction. 
These fan- 
ciful mountain sides now take the form 
of ruined castles—facades, pillars and 
all—and then grottos, which remind us 
of the homes of the Cave Dwellers who 
once dwelt iu the caves of mountain 
sides in the southern section of our 
countiy. 
Thus the mountain scenery 
is presenting change after change as 
our 
train 
carefully pursues its way 
among 
the 
everlasting 
hills 
of 
the 
Kockies. 


Continuing with cver-changing forms 
and colors for several hundred miles, 
wc finally leave the Great Divide, with 
its miles of foot and sand hills, to 
enter upon a seemingly endless stretch 
of prairie, made up of sage brush, al- 
kali and scrub oak. 
I can solely say 
that these bad lands continue for 1500 
miles, with occasional fertile stretches 
—made so by iri'igation where water 
is available. 
We now and then saw 
Indians with their squaws and papooses 
at these far out-lying stations, and fre 
quently wc passed Indian huts 
and 
villages. 


We entered Salt Lake City on Tuesday 
evening (7th) and was delayed there by 
the heavy passenger tralfic until 
the 
next day at 4 p. in. 
We visited Great 
Salt 
Lake 
and 
its 
famous 
bathing 
beaches, of which there are two. 
We 
also viiäitcd the Mormon Temple. 
This 
is a magnificent structure, completed in 
1893. 
It is 200 feet long and 100 feet 
in width, and is built entirely of granite. 
It required forty years to construct it. 
No Gentiles are allowed admittance un- 
der any circumstances, even 
common 
people of the Mormon faith are not 
admitted. 
We, however, were permitted 
to enter the Tabernacle, which is >¿50

James McLaughlin, 
aged 
about 
00 
years, a veteran of the late war, and a 
former resident of Gettysburg, fell from 
a W. M. train within the borough limits 
Thursday evening,and sustained injuries 
from which ho died a quarter of an hour 
later, 
McLaughlin was a passenger on 
the train that left Gettysburg at R-n2 for 
for Baltimore. 
It is said thai when he 
boarded the train he was under tlic in- 
fluence of liquor. 
As the train was ap- 
proaching this place, whore it is duo at 
4:1G, McLaughlin 
left his scat in the 
smokiugcar and walked unsteadily to the 
rear door. 
He suddenly wheeled about 
and went to the front end of the car,and 
upon opening the door his hat blew ofl^ 
and rolled to the roadbed. 
McLaughlin 
attcmjitcd to catch his hat and lost his 
balance—at this point there is a sharp 
curve in the track and his unsteady gait 
may have been caused by the car round- 
ing this curve—and he was hurled some 
distance 
from the track, striking the 
ground head first, rupturing a blood ves- 
sel and fracturing his skull. 


The train was stopped and the wound- 
ed man placed in the baggage car and 
taken to Hanover. Word of the accident 
was telegraphed to Hanover, and Dr. 
Bittinger, the R. R. Co.'s surgeon, not 
being at home at the time. Dr. Alleman 
was called, who, after an 
examination, 
pronounced 
life 
extinct, 
McLaughlin 
having died just as the train pulled into 
Hanover. 
The remains were taken back 
to Gettysburg on the 5:55 train, where it 
was taken in charge by Corporal Skelly 
Post No. 9, G. A. R., of which he was a 
member. 


McLaughlin was on his way to visit his 
brother,who is an inmate of tho Soldier's 
Home at Hampton, Va. 
In his pockets 
were found a ticket to Baltimore, a pair 
of ej-e glasses, ^11.30 in cash and some 
other small articles. 
He formerly resid- 
ed on Seminary Ridge,in the stone house 
in which General Lee, Commander-in- 
Chief of the Confederate army, made his 
headquarters during that memorial battle, 
but for the past six months resided with 
his daughter, Mrs. Rhodes, near Bigler- 
ville. He also has a son residing at Steel- 
ton. 
Mrs. McLaughlin died some years 
ago. 


"Jimmie" McLaughlin, as he was fa- 
miliarily knoM'u, was a brave and good 
soldier, a member of Co. K 2nd Pa. Res., 
and was well liked by all who knew him.

Dr. "Walter Nyman,Surgeon-General 
of the United States Marino Hospital 
Service, advocates the annexation of 
Cuba as a sanitary measure necessary 
to the welfare of this country, because 
it is the worst plague spot upon the 
map and the source of nearly all our 
epidemics. 
From the beginning of 
the century until now there have been 
only nine years in which this countrj' 
has been free from yellow fever. 
It 
has been proved that in twenty-three 
of the eighty-iive years the 
disease 
came from Havana direct, 
and in 
twelve cases from elsewhere in Cuba. 
The source of its infection in many 
other years is believed to have been 
the same, but there is no positive evi- 
dence. 
Since 1862 there have been 
twenty-six invasions of yellow fever. 
The sources of nineteen are absolutely 
known—sixteen 
from 
Havana, tM'o 
from elsewhere in Cuba and one from 
Honduras. 
Since 1893 there has been 
no yellow fever in the United States, 
which, the Chicago Eecord declares, is 
due to the extraordinary in*ecautions 
taken by Pr, 
Burgess, the United 
States Lispectur at Havana, who will 
not give a certificate of health unless 
he is sure that it is correct, and with- 
out his certificate no passenger can 
leave Havana for this corantry.

Odd characters, such an Dickens 
would have delighted to describe, are 
nowhere so strongly developed in this 
country as in the army, 
Quaint sub- 
jects of the provincial type for illustra- 
tion by words or on canvas are plenti- 
ful all over the land. On the seashore» 
in the mountains and mining camps, on 
the plains, and for years and years on 
Southern plantations, **the characters" 
of many a sketch, worded or jjenciled, 
have been found. 
Each typo has had 
its dialect in story or anecdote made 
famous, but 'Hho old soldier," without 
a dialect, but a vocabulary of his own, 
is not without pecularities that make 
him distinctly an American character. 
Above everything, and subordinating 
everything else it is. he is loyal. He is 
only a thirteen-dollar-a-month 
em- 
ploye of the Government. 
He may 
gi'.umble about his rations, curse the 
cook, deplore long marches or become 
dispfusted with the routine of garrison 
duty, but his loyalty to the flag cannot 
be disputed. 


Loyalty to flag is not the only loyal- 
ty felt by the old soldier. 
He is 
loyal to regiment, to company and to 
his officers, while "the striker" (sol- 
dier servant) is a character without 
the like in all tljie gamut of life. 
He 
will steal and lie—for the officer he 
serves—but never take a thing from 


more, as they were feasted and feted 
by everyone. 


About a week after reaching Fort 
Eiley, Kansas, the bride asked her 
husband: 


"How do yon mannge about washing 
in the army?*' 


'^Oh,"Kaid he, "aoodhardt will at- 
tend to that. 
He'll gather up the 
clothes and send them to some one of 
the company's laundjvsses." 


;'Well, I'juRt tell you," said she, 
"I'm not going to have a man handlo 
my clothes, 
I will make uj^ my own 
bundle.*' 


That night, invited to a mess supper, 
the bride rleclared she would make up 
her bundle after the entertainmeut. 
Returning homo about midnight, on 
entering the front room two big bun- 
dies, ready for the laundry, -were ob- 
served; separate parcels, but tied to- 
gether by a twine string, to which at- 
tached a laundry list, reading:

There are no better servants on 
earth than "strikers," as they used to 
be. 
He looked after every detail, reg- 
ulated the life of the officer ho served, 
laying out clean linen when he thought 
it was time for a change, and not in- 
frequently sought his captain or lieu- 
tenant at spccial hours of the night 
when he thought he was out too late. 
The best there was must come to his 
officer's household, even if he had to 
go out foraging for it. 


On the march in 1868 against the 
southern Indians four companies of 
the Fifth Infantry were attached to 
Custer's command to guard his wagon 
train, 
Lieutenant George P. Borden 
commanded 
Company K, and 
his 
"striker" was the best who ever served 
an army officer. 
Goodhardt—that was 
his name—who was a clean-cut soldier 
in appearance and alert to the interests 
of the lieutenant, became a frequent 
visitor to the Seventh cavalry while 
the command was in camp on the 
'banks of the Arkansas at Fort Dodge. 
This friendliness on the part of Good- 
hardt began to be manifested just af- 
ter the lieutenant's tent had been 
blown down in a gale of wind, the 
wooden tent inns not holding in the 
frozen ground. 
After every visit of 
Goodhardt's to the cavalry camp iron 
picket pins, to which the horses were 
tethered while grazing, were missing. 
Goodhardt was never discovered, but 
Lieutenant Borden's tent didn't blow 
down again during the long winter's 
campaign, because every guy rope had 
been secured by an iron ¡jin. 


But Gootlhardt's greatest achieve- 
ment of this cami^aign was the theft 
of an ox wagon, or prairie schooner, 
and three yoke of oxen—all for the 
lieutenant's comfort. 
At Fort Hayes, 
Kan., when the expedition 
started, 
transportation was apportioned to the 
command—one ox Avagon to each in- 
fantry company, 
and four six-mule 
wagons to each cavalry trooiJ. 
On ar- 
riving at Fort Dodge and going into 
camp on the south bank of the Ai'kan- 
sas to further equip the expedition, an 
inspection of transportation was or- 
dered. 
Major Henry Inman was the 
quartermaster in charge, and just after 
reveille the inspection began.

It is thought by many that the time 
is not far distant when fog and the 
smoke in the atmosphere of large cities 
will be dissipated by electricity. 
Al- 
ready a patent has been taken out in 
Germany for an apparatus for smoke 
Ijrevention by means of wires stretched 
inside a Hue or chimney, and rendered 
incandescent by an electric current. 
This simple method will consume the 
blackest smoke, but at present it is 
much too expensive for practical use. 
Ordinarily each chimney would require 
its own continuous current dynamo, 
which would absorb something like 
fifteen horse-power, and perhaps more. 
In some cases one dynamo might be 
used for several chimneys situated 
near the electric plant. 
If the speed 
of the dynamo were accidentally in- 
creased, the wires would probably be 
fused. 
For a chimney 12U feet high 
ball-coiled wires twenty yards long 
would be required, 


HOUSEHOLD APFAIRS 
!nrig:hlcning a Carpet« 


"When a carpet comes to bo laiil 
afresh, the colors are apt to look some 
what dinpry and certainly not so bright 
as was expected. 
To remedy this use 
a 2^ailful of warm w^ator containing two 
or three tablespoonfula of household 
ammonia and a soft flannel and two 
soft cloths for rubbinpr tho carpet dry 
after it has been washed with tho first 
flannel and water. 
This 
treatment 
will, when the carpet is quite dry, be 
found to fcive a most eflectual renova- 
tion. 
But it must be remembered 
that certain greens will not bear am- 
monia; in such cases clear warm water 
will freslien and help the carpet very 
much.—New York Sun.

In preparini? 
chocolate 
a izaste 
should first be made. 
The proportion 
in making chocolate is one square of 
chocolate to one tablespoonful of hot 
water. 
This is stirred smooth in the 
doTible boiler, chafinp; dish, or what- 
ever utensil is used for making it, and 
then the milk or milk 
and water 
added, 
The proportion of half water 
to the chocolate makes it more digesti- 
ble. 
Allow oae cup' or one-half pint 
of liquid to the square of chocolate. 
The water is first added to'the paste 
and well cooked. 
There is not the 
oiliness to the chocolate, and it is 
much more delicate if tho milk is not 
cooked after being poured in, but 
merely allowed to become thoroughly 
hot. 
No scum arises on the chocolate 
when the paste is first made. 
The 
)>aflte is convenient. 
It can be made 
and kept on hand, packed in a small 
china vessel, for two or three days, 
and used when desired. 
The choco- 
late should bo well beaten with an egg 
beater, tho dish being placed on the 
bade of tho range if convenient, before 
serving. 
To give additional nourish- 
ment the white or the yolk of an egg, 
well beaten, can be stirred into tho 
chocolate.—New York Times. 


The Choice of Floor Coverins:fl. 


For housewives of moderate mean? 
with one servant, living in a small 
house or apartments, rooms can be 
kept clean with less labor if the floors 
or margins of them are stained and 
the centre covered with a rug, which 
can be lifted every few weeks and 
taken to the yard or roof and shaken 
and 
thoroughly brushed. 
A good 
Smyrna rug -will stand hard Avear for 
ten years—longer than the best carpet 
will present a respectable appearance. 


For bedrooms, whether for city or 
country, it has long |been conceded 
that matting is the best, cheapest and 
most sanitary and artistic substitute. 
Good matting will give satisfaction for 
three years if turned once during that 
time and wiped'once a ^ month -with a 
cloth wrung out of warm water con- 
taining a little soda. 


It is more than possible, however, 
that matting, which has so long held 
the field, will be superseded by a com- 
paratively new material called "floor 
fibre." 
It is as flexible as the best 
Chinese matting, is neat and unob- 
trusive in design, comes in many soft 
colors, and can be sewed together and 
bound like carpet. 
It forms one of 
the best backgrounds for rugs, and, it 
is said, will be largely used for dadoe.s 
as well as for ceilings. 
For hammock, 
floor and piazza cushions it is <?ool, 
durable and unrivalled from any point 
of view«^ -New York Journal.

Bye Breakfast Cake—One cofieecup- 
ful rye fiour, one cupful wheat flour, 
two teaspoonfuls baking jDowder, half- 
teaspoonful of salt, half a cupful mo- 
lasses, one cupful of sweet milk. 
Sift 
flour and yeast powder twice, then add 
the salt, milk and molasses; beat light 
and put in a greased pan; bake in a 
hot oven thirty minutes. 


Picnic Biscuits—Dissolve a half cake 
of compressed yeast in one cupful oi 
thin cream, add two cupfuls of warmed 
flour and beat very thoroughly. 
Put 
in a warm place until well risen, then 
add sufiicient flour to make a very soft 
dough; divide into portions; roll each 
portion to about one-half inch thiclo 
ness, 
(Spread one sheet of dough v/itL 
chopped figs or raisins, cover with the 
other; cut 
into 
biscuits 
of 
fancj 
shapes; allow them to rise until verj 
light, then bake. 


Maple Sugar Drops—Maple sugai 
drops are made by melting a pound 03 
maple sugar with a cup of water anc 
boiling the water until it is a creamj 
ball. 
Let it cdol when the syruj. 
reaches this stage, and when you can 
bear your finger in it begin stirring it. 
When it is about tde consistency oJ 
lard, knead it on a marble board or i 
i^latter until it is an even, smooth fon- 
dant. 
Melt it by letting tho bowl in a 
pan of boiling water, and drop it bj 
the spoonful on buttered tins. 


Eaised Biscuits—Half 
a pint 
ol 
tepid water, half a pint of milk (luke- 
warm), one teaspoonful of sugar, halj 
a teaspoonful of salt, one tablesi^oon- 
ful of melted butter, one-quarfcer of a 
yeast cake dissolved in two-thirds of a 
cupful of tepid water, three pints oJ 
flour; sift the flour, add salt, sugai 
and yeast. 
Then gradually beat in the 
water and milk. 
It will make a stifl 
batter, and should be beaten ten min- 
utes hard; let rise over night; in the 
morning roll out and cut with biscuit 
cutter; let rise one hour in the pans 
ftud bake.

AGRICULTURAL TOPICS. 


Pens for l^ooi* Soils. - 


Thoro is no botter way to forlilîze 
poor land than to sow it with peas, 
using phosphate of lime to furnish tho 
mineral fertility that this crop roquir'^q 
to perfect tho seed. 
It is not uitrogou 
which tho pea crop most needs otiior 
than what the pea roots su]iply hy dÏR- 
iutegrating air in tho soil and liberat- 
ing its nitrogen. But to form the gram 
both limo and phosphate are roquirod. 
With these su])plied the soil will grow 
richer every year. 


Fine Scod lied for Onions. 


The roller is indispensable for pre- 
paring onion ground cither 
for seed 
or sets. 
That with a shallow cultiva- 
tion to tho depth of two inches wiW 
make 
a better 
seed bed than will 
deeper tillage. 
If tho soil is mado 
friable deep down the onion may grow- 
largo, but it will likely be thick nocked 
and grow a crop of scullions. -Bosti»u 
Cultivator.

The subject of 
fioors 
for lioulby 
houses has been discussed more than 
almost any other point about po\ilt) v 
buildings. 
The 
best authorities av« 
now nearly agreed that earth is th« 
best floor that can bo made if it • ^ 
properly prepared. 
The reason ft r 
this is that earth is in the first place i 
good disinfectant and deodorizer, aivl 
for this reixson adapted to this purpos»-, 
and in the second place, such a floor 
can bo renewed at only tho cost of t l " 
labor used in replacing it. 
Tho be-t 
floor is made of hard packed clay, co^ • 
ered with two inches of louse garde i 
mould. 


The land on which thej^oultry houi 
stands should be drained in such . 
manner as to carry oft'suridus moistui*- 
readily and prevent flooding by tL" 
hardobu rains. 
This can best be ar 
complished by filling iu until the flot i 
of the poultry house is six inches high 
er than the sxirrouading surface. 
Thi' 
filling should be clay, if it can be got, 
and in any event it should bo slightl.v 
damped and pounded down firmly anJ 
allowed to dry beforeeing^p but to use. 
Then cover with two inches of garden 
soil or dust as dry as is convenient. 
As soon as there is any foul odor about 
the house this coat of loose soil should 
be removed and a new one put in. 
h 
the summer months this must bo don< 
about twice a month, but in the wintei 
a longer time may elaj^se, i^rovided th*- 
soil is raked over and the droppingi 
mixed in it once a week. Tho soil that 
is taken out is one of the best ferlili? 
ers about the farm, and may be use l 
on garden crops with great benefit. 


The objection to a board floor is that 
it becomes saturated with the drop 
pings, and not only offensive, but dan- 
gerous as a breeder of disease. 
A 
board floor is a good breeding place fof 
vermin, while one of earth acts as ¡i 
preventive in a great measure, tho dust 
arising from the floor acting as an iu 
seetioide. —Farmer*s Voice,

One of Charles Stoll's boys, of Hun 
gry Hollow, caught a coyote in a traj 
recently that had a collar around iti- 
neck with a bell attached to it. 
Thii* 
would indicate that some one had been 
breeding coyotes for their scalps ant* 
that this one had either escaped or the 
party or parties had gone out of tho 
business when the State apjjropriatioii 
was shut off. 


Another thing that leads to this be- 
lief is the fact that coyotes are now 
more numerous in that section than 
they have been for years. 
A little in- 
vestigating might produce some inter- 
esting results, 
The Mail's corresi^ond- 
ent from that section has complained 
for the i^ast year of the unusual num- 
ber of coyotes in that section and the 
gi'eat annoyance and loss they have 
caused the farmers.
